It is unthink able that a public of­ 
ficial who was assisting in conduct­ 
ing a grand jury investigating c ha r­ 
ges of a grave nature would com­ 
ment on the 
charges 
in a public 
address, yet this 
is what 
Arthur 
Gilliom, attorney general ot Indiana, 
did ifi -mak ing a speech at Vincen­ 
nes S aturd ay night. 


He endeavored to impress 
upon 
his audience that he spok e not 
¡c 
a public official, but the influence 
of his utterances was unescapable— 
those who heard his 
speech 
and 
those who read it in the new spa­ 
pers could not but be influenced by 
the fact that 
he is the 
attorney 
general of the state of Indiana, that 
he has been present at all sessions 
of the grand jury investigating po­ 
litical corruption charges and that 
his voice was one of 
a ut hor i t y . 
P erhaps Mr. Gilliorn’s 
unethical 
perform ance could be forgiven it he 
had delivered an unabiased opinion 
on the charges which arc being pro­ 
bed by the grand jury, but his opin­ 
ion was positive, and therefore will 
c a rry weight, due to 
reasons 
a l­ 
ready stated. 
He termed the charges the drive 
of a convict for liberty, which 
he 
said would fail, and he 
declared 
that tlie political motive back of the 
charges would also be unsuccessful. 
Thus, Mr. Gilliom, who was elect­ 
ed attorney general of Indiana 
to 
serve all the people 
of the 
state, 
presumes to pass on the evidence 
presented before the Marion county 
grand jury, and gives his verdict-on 
the eve of an election in which 
it 
would be certain to have some e f­ 
fect. He passes on evidence 
which 
according to tlie law is secret. 
Many people have wondered lie- 
fore now why Mr. 
Gilliom 
should 
have such 
a 
fascination 
for the 
grand jury investigation of political 
corruption charges» It 
is not c us­ 
tomary for the attorney general 
oi 
the state 
of 
Indiana 
to conduct 
criminal investigations before grand 
juries. He always held his time 
to 
be very precious, for when individ­ 
uals ask for construction of a state 
law, it is custom ary for tin* a ttor­ 
ney general to reply that it is his 
duty to construe the law only for 
public officials.

of the Christian churches of to-day. 
To, “ Reinstate primitive 
Chris­ 
tianity and its lost element of heal­ 
ing”, (Manual 
p. 17.) 
was 
tin* 
prime motive 
in the 
establishment 
of the Christian Science movement 
by M ary Bak (y Eddy. 
Some time ago, a friendly physi­ 
cian said some very k ind and help­ 
ful things regarding his 
observa­ 
tion of this movement and its m is­ 
sion. He related the circumstances 
of a visit to a distant city; and of 
his attendance at a Sunday "morn­ 
ing service in one of the Christian 
Science churches of that city. 
He 
frank ly admitted a deep interest and 
enjoyment in the services, and said 
that it bore evidences of a genuine, 
consecrated Christian service. 
He 
then said, “ However, 1 want to give 
your people just a little free advice. 
You confine your efforts to preach- 
ing the gospel; k eep your hands en­ 
tirely 
off that 
healing 
element. 
Leave that part to 
the 
physician 
and surgeon; lie will attend to that 
and it will relieve you of a vast a- 
mouut of responsibility.” 
The comments of this physician 
were made after due reflection and 
were expressions of his good faith. 
We deeply 
appreciate the recogni­ 
tion that our services have a place 
in the 
work 
of 
evangelizing 
the 
’world, and 
the 
frank 
admission 
that they are Christian in eliarac- 


| ter. It is plain to be seen that he 
j entertained a very limited vision 
of 
the mission of the Christian relig­ 
ion; and that he had made the com ­ 
mon mistak e 
made bv many 
good 
Christian 
people. 
His 
assertions 
would indicate that the entire m is­ 
sion of the Christian religion was, 
as he put it, “ preaching the gospel." 
His understanding of that assertion 
might be described as the tak ing of 
a text from the Bible and proclaim ­ 
ing from some public* place a theo­ 
logical discourse or oration on that

text. I hat was the full meaning of 
I*is understanding. This narrow vis­ 
ion of the mission of the Christian

stand this perfection, liem c, to the 
Christian Scientist prayer is not a 
saying, it is a knowing and a doing. 
A very simple and helpful definition 
o f prayer is thus stated: “ The ha­

is unceasing prayer”. (Science

Health, p. 4.) 


The question may arise, 
“ How 
does this understanding of prayer

And these 
healings are the evidence that Mind, 
Spirit, is supreme over matter.

The facts; the lOgic and the argu­ 
ments advanced may not he a ccep t­ 
ed by all. Some may ask: “ Do you 
believe that erroneous thinking p ro­ 
duces disease,• and that right think­ 
ing h e a ls? ” There is no room for 
doubt nor argument.

AMPLIFICATION 


At this time let me present 
an 


experience amolifying llie point un- 
der consideration. Some years a«ro 
a problem in advanced algebra was 
submitted for solution. It appeared 
quite simple and in dne time the 
necessary steps wc'-e taken to solve 
it. There was a firm conviction that 
a final result won Id be reached in a 
short time. But after several hours 
of hard labor the problem remained 
unsolved. The 
hours 
accumulated 


into days, weeks and months. After 
more than four mouths 
of 
hard, 


earnest work the problem was 
un- 


solved. Apparently every rule • and 
mathematical law had been 'applied. 
The conclusion was reached 
that 


this problem would not yield to the 
usual mathematical procedure 
and 


could not "he solved. It was proposed 
to enter this conclusion at the foot 
of., the manuscript containing 
the 


evidence of the four months labor 
and submit all as the best proof in 
justification 
of. the 
conclusiou 


reached. 


However, before taking that step, 


and upon reflection it was discovered 
that every remedy had not 
been 


exhausted. A systematic and order- 
ly review of the steps and stages 
necessary to its solution had 
not 


been made. This was an 
arduous 


and laborious task, but 
as 
there 


hceincd no-other course to follow, in 
due time it was done. 


This review revealed the fact that 


early in the solution in attempting 
to apply a very simple mathematical 
law the statement was made, live 
times naught equals five. There was 
the cause of 1he failure. Five times

Naught is the sigij or symbol 
re-

The success in solving that prob- 


lem was dependent upon 
knowing 


the mathematical principle involved 
and strict obedience to it. Obedience 
was paramount: and without it all

failure. There was nothing wrong 
with the mathematical principle.
